George Morton, who is in tho em­ 
ploy of the state livestock department 
at Chicago, is in tho city visiting 
hia parents, Mr. and Mrs. 1’. M. Mor­ 
ton, and other relatives and friends. 
Ho says the system of cattle inspec­ 
tion is yory rigid, iitfd it is with diffi­ 
culty thati diseased cattle find their 
way to the slaughter pens. Any pack­ 
er found killing mi animal wIugJi Irns 
any of the (juestionablo symptoms is 
fined $50, and few of them, if nny, 
ever try it or care to do so. Any ani­ 
mal having a suspicious lump or, any­ 
thing indicating disease or tho possi­ 
bility of it is reported to the state 
Ofl’ieiaJ, who at once looks at it, and 
if he deems it neeeasary ho has it 
placed in tiuaranline and each ITriday 
all such are killed. 
If tho carcass 
is found healthy it is sold to the best 
advantage and tho proceeds turned 
over to tip owner, and if not tho hide 
is sold to the dealers and all tho rest 
of the animal is turned into the ren 
doring tank and tho owner realizes 
jiorlmpa from $5 to $12 from it. Mr 
Morton say.»i ho know of one steer 
weighing nearly 2000 pounds and with 
ojiception of a small lump under ono 
eye, apparently quite sound, fat and 
sleek; yet, when it was killed and ex­ 
amined ib %vas full of disease, and 
such instances .aro not uncommon 
The government inspectors work with 
state officials, so there is small dan 
ger of diseased meat being offered for 
sale as good.

Tho Stations;of the Cro.ss, given to 
the Cliureh of Our Savior by George 
Eborhaidt, have been put in position 
by tlio workmen brought here for the 
imrjposo nnd present a beautiful and 
impusing 
appearance. 
Aside from 
their signiiicanco they add a beauti- 
fying principlcj to tho clnirch interior 
which can hardly bo overestimated. 


TJjo Stations 
tho Cross are a 
série» of imagés or pictures, repre- 
»enting different events in tho pas­ 
sion of Christ, each station corros- 
l>on(ling to a particular event. Usually 
they are ranged round tho church, 
tho firsts station being placed on one 
side of tha high altar, tho last on the 
other. 
Tho stations are among the 
most impressive 
of Catholic devo­ 
tions, and are to be found in every 
church. 
Sometime, alsor they are 
erected in the open air, especially on 
roads 
loading 
to 
some church or 
shrine. 
Tho devotion arose lirst in 
lorusfllem among the Christians vvho 
dwelt there, and who were filled with 
veneration for those sacred spots, 
wl^ich were sanctified by the suffer­ 
ings of our Divine Kedeemer. 


I’Vom tho Holy City, this devout 
exercise was introduced into Europe, 
and wheii' in 1342 tho Fra^ic¡scans es­ 
tablished their home in Jerusalem 
and undertook the custody, of the sa­ 
cred places of the holy land, the de­ 
votion spread tliroughout the world. 
It is a simple, yet wonderfully ef­ 
ficacious way of bringing homo to 
one’s self the .«tiifferings and death of 
Jesus Christ. 
It consists in medi­ 
tating, accordiijg to individual abili­ 
ty, on the particular phases of our 
Lord’s passion represcmted by each 
station. In all there are fourteen of 
these.

Tho first pictures to the mind the 
Savior of thé world, scourged, crown­ 
ed with thorns and unjustly condemn­ 
ed to death. In' the second station a 
start is made on tho sorrowful jour­ 
ney to Calvar,y; our Divine Savior, 
mindful of us and of our salvation, 
receives tho heavy burden of tho cross 
and goes willingly to die for men. 
1'he third station brings to mind our 
^(trd, weakened atid e.xhausÇod, his 
fie.sh torn 
by 
scourgos, 
his head 
crowned witli thorns, falling the ffrst 
time under the weight of tho cross 
The fourth station 
represents the 
meeting of the mother and Son, with 
all its attendant sorrow and anguish. 
Physically exhausted as .Tesus Christ 
was by the long continued sufferings 
of body and mind, his executioners 
now began to fear that death would 
deprive them of tho satisfaction of 
crucifying Him. The fifth station 
therefore, ahow^s us Simon of Cyrene 
compelled to cari-ÿ the cross of Christ 
and assist Him 
on 
tho 
journey 
Among tho multitude that pressed on 
to the' place of execution were many 
holy persons. In the sixth station we 
have ono of those, named Veronica 
who, seeing our Lord faittt and weary 
presented Him with 
a 
cloth with 
which to wipe the blood and perspira 
tidn from liis face. 
Weak and ex­ 
hausted beyond endurance, the sev 
entli atiitioii shows Him falling the 
second time beneath tho cross* but 
rising at once, ho seeks to console 
tlio faithful) souls that follow after 
Him. 
Standing before

ninth 
station, wo find our Lord, stream-^ 
,ing 
with 
blood 
and

go further, falling for the third time 
under tho cross. Tin ally, urged on 
by the cruelty of the executionèrs 
Ho arrives at Calvary. The tenth and 
eleventh, stations mark the prelimin 
aries to tho crucifixion.

INCREASE OF CRIME. 


Fe^v sociial questions Jnro asked 
more frequently than, what is the in­ 
crease of'crime? The national cen­ 
sus bureau is seeking an answer to 
this inquiry. It is tuidertaking to se­ 
cure a record of all tho persons Avho 
are sentenced to tho various jails, 
penitentiaries and other prisons in 
the United States during the year 
1904. Tlie wardens of tho state pris­ 
ons and the sheriffs of* tho counties 
are being requested to act as special 
agents, to report certain f.'xcts con­ 
cerning every person delivered into 
their custody. 
Some counties have 
not been heard from. In somo per­ 
haps there aro no jails, in others per­ 
haps the local jails are 
no longer 
used, in still others the sheriffs have 
possibly neglected the matter. 
But 
the records of the consus'buroau and 
tho resulting .statistics will 'not bo 
comi)lete until all are heard from, 
and it is hoped that the pressure of 
other business will not cause the 
sheriff of any county to block jhis 
mo.'st important inquiry,
